FEEDING BABIES 


Tho first thing the baby needs 
upon 
his 
arrival 
on 
this 
earth 
is sleep. 
He is tired after his 
hard journey; sleep restores him 
and makes him feel th at this old 
world is not such a bad place after 
all. 
The next thing he needs is 
food. 
The best food for a baby is his 
own m other’s milk, but th a t milk 
is not always ready for him. The 
quality and quantity of it may 
not be w hat he needs; then the 
baby m ust have a form ula that 
makes up tho deficiencies, 
until 
such 
time 
as 
m other’s 
milk 
reaches the 
required 
standards 
T hat form ula is the m ost im por­ 
ta n t thing imaginable. Get it right 
and all is well, but get it wrong 
and nothing else can be right. 
The new baby m ust be under 
the care of a skilled physician for 
the first two weeks a t least—for 
the first month if possible. 
The men and women in the baby 
hospitals know about the feeding 
and the care of babies and apply 
th a t knowledge to your particular 
baby getting him oft to a good 
start. 
If babies were all born w ith the 
sam e needs, the same appetites, 
the same everything, rearing them 
would be easy. All we would have 
to do would be to supply the food, 
lay down the rules, and then watch 
the babies grow. But babies don’t 
come th at way. Each of them has 
a different need, a different equip­ 
ment, and each m ust have his p ar­ 
ticular needs met. 
And th a t is 
why I say only the skilled physi­ 
cian 
should 
advise 
about 
the 
baby’s first foods. 
Once started on 
the 
feeding 
schedule the m other can manage 
very nicely with m onthly advice 
from the doctor or the nurse. 
As 
long as the baby thrives on his 
formula, as long the he develops 
nicely on his diet, there is no need 
for anxiety about his eating habits. 
B ut lf his weight does not increase 
as it should, or if his develop­ 
m ent does not keep tim e with the 
span of his days, the feeding for­ 
m ula 
and 
the 
feeding 
schedule 
m ust be examined and • changed, 
but always under the physician's 
advice. 
A fter the 
formula 
has 
been 
tested, tried and accepted there is 
one other very im portant factor 
in feeding the baby, and th a t is, 
cleanliness. 
One cannot 
be too 
careful about this. 
No food, how­ 
ever good, can help the baby if 
th a t food is not clean. All bottles 
m ust be washed, rinsed and steril­ 
ized; also the nipples. Never put 
the nipple th at is to go into the 
infant's mouth into 
your 
own 
mouth. Should a nipple fall when 
you are trying to put it on the 
bottle, take a clean one and try 
again. 
Always wash your hands 
before touching anything the baby 


O UT OUR WAY 


is to eat. 
Cleanliness is his pro­ 
tection against illness. 
A baby should be fed in such 
a way th a t he will learn to like 
to eat. 
So have the food 
the 
right 
tem perature. 
Be 
skillful 
about deeding him. 
Don’t pour the 
milk down his neck. 
Smile while 
you feed him. 
Make certain he is 
in a comfortable position. 
Talk 
softly and encouragingly to him. 
Lay him gently on your lap, face 
down, or over your shoulder, and 


pat him to “bubble” him. 
His ex­ 
periences while feeding in these 
early days are going to influence 
his eating habits for the rest of 
his life, and th a t is of tremendous 
im portance to him and to those 
who love him.

SPRING CAMPAIGN 


The slogan of the E. D. CL, Early Diagno­ 
sis Campaign—the annual spring education­ 
al campaign of the tuberculosis associa­ 
tions in the United States—this year is 
“Tuberculosis Undiscovered Endangers Y ou.” 
The entire campaign against tuberculosis 
would make greater headway if each indi­ 
vidual, rich and poor, urbanite and ruralite, 
young and old, would regard it as his indi­ 
vidual responsibility to know how he stands 
in relation to tuberculosis. 
Concurrent with the opening of the E.D.C., 
the Orange County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association with headquarters in Santa Ana, 
releases its annual report for 1937. Tuber­ 
culosis deaths in the county during that 
period totalled 71 as compared with 83 for 
the year before. Pulmonary tuberculosis 
was responsible for 66 deaths and other tu­ 
berculosis for five deaths. In the white race 
there were 23 deaths and in the Mexican 
race 47. Fifty-seven of the TI deaths occur­ 
red in the age group under 45 years of age 
and 14 past 45 years of age. This annual loss 
of life from tuberculosis need not occur. 
From a self-preservation, and justifiably 
selfish, point of view, an individual owes it 
to himself to know how healthy he really is. 
He owes it to his family, and he must realize 
that good health, as it pertains to freedom 
from tuberculosis, is purchasable. One need 
not have tuberculosis, because modern meth­ 
ods of prevention and diagnosis offer oppor­ 
tunities for early protection. 
Whichever way a person looks at the prev­ 
alence of tuberculosis, it all goes back to the 
individual—man, woman or child—as the 
key person in prevention, and, indeed, in the 
possible elimination of the disease. If the 
individual safeguards himself from tubercu­ 
losis infection he is indirectly protecting his 
family from tuberculosis. And when his fam­ 
ily is protected the community is protected. 
In other words, a person is wise in watching 
out for his own health status, but in doing 
so he is making a very unselfish gesture to­ 
ward his family and community.

The best sentiment of Anglo-Saxon 
civilization has been hostile to the 
principle of monopoly. Just a few 
years after the first permanent settle­ 
ment was made 
in this country, 
in 1 6 23, th e 
p r i n c i p l e of 
monopoly w a s 
o u t l a w e d by 
t h e E n g l i s h 
Parliam ent 
In the mod­ 
ern sense mo­ 
nopoly m e a n s 
such control of 
a given class of 
articles or ser­ 
vices or of the 
traffic in them 
as will make it 
p o s s i b l e to 
r a i s e t h e i r 
prices higher than the level of prices 
fixed by free competition. This prin­ 
ciple is condemned as essentially bad 
and hostile to general welfare. 
Since American Constitutional In­ 
dustrial freedom is based on the prin­ 
ciple that the values of all commodi­ 
ties and all services exchanged in the 
open market must be fixed by natural 
forces expressing themselves in nat­ 
ural laws, as the law of competition 
and the law of demand and supply, 
the principle of monopoly is antag­ 
onistic to the very foundation of the 
Constitutional system of industry. 
Under the American system, the pow­ 
er to manipulate values in the open 
market is taken out of the hands of 
men. and put under the control of 
natural forces that are incapable of 
favoritism and partiality. Ours Is a 
government by laws and not by men. 
Why is the principle of monopoly 
bad and hostile to general welfare? 
The principle of barter still prevails 
on the markets. Money doesn’t do 
away with barter. Money as a me­ 
dium of exchange facilitates barter. 
A man sells a bale of cotton for $50. 
and spends the mone" for shoes, 
clothes and a plow. He really ex­ 
changes his cotton for shoes, clothes 
and a plow. Money simply helps him 
to barter. 
A monopoly privilege held by any 
group in the exchange of commodities 
or services on the market enables this 
group to cheat In the exchanges. They 
buy at the market value, and sell at 
the market value plus the monopoly 
privilege. When they buy they get 
four pecks for a bushel. When they 


sell they give only three pecks for a 
bushel. There can be no sort of jus­ 
tification for a principle that is essen­ 
tially dishonest and by nature antag­ 
onistic to the general welfare. 
This type of cheating can no more 
be justified on the ground that those 
who cheat “need the money” than 
embezzlement can be justified on the 
ground that the embezzler needed the 
money to enable him to live decently. 
The labor cost is by far the largest 
cost in production. In many cases the 
labor cost is more than ninety per 
cent of the price paid by the con­ 
sumer. 
The one definite purpose of this ad­ 
ministration is to give to labor a mo­ 
nopoly privilege in fixing the price 
of labor on the market. The prime 
purpose of collective bargaining, as 
expressed in the Wagner Law, is not 
to enable employes to get the market 
value for their services, but to fix a 
monopoly value on their services, and 
thereby obtain from those who sell 
at the market-price more than they 
give in the exchanges on the m arket 
Not only does the government give 
to labor this monopoly privilege, but 
protects workers in the use of com­ 
pulsion to obtain this power from em­ 
ployers who attempt to protect Con­ 
stitutional industrial freedom. Em­ 
ployers are compelled to keep on 
their payrolls men who are active in 
compelling the employers to pay this 
unwarranted monopoly tribute, and 
are Drohibited the right to go in the 
open market and employ American 
citizens under freedom of contract 
This monopoly privilege Is not • 
privilege to be used by the weak 
against the strong. It is a privilege to 
be used by the strong against the 
weak. The coal miners in Pennsyl­ 
vania were receiving a minimum 
wage of Five Dollars a day. The mil­ 
lions of the extremely poor are as­ 
sessed. when they buy buckets of coal. 
to pay this annual $80,000,000 monop­ 
oly tribute to the coal miners. 
Those who hold this monopoly 
privilege are not responsible to the 
government for its exercise. Neither 
are they responsible to the employers, 
nor to those who supply the capital. 
nor to the public. They hold an irre- 
sonsible power over the American 
people. 
Irresponsible monopoly power Is 
the very worst type of the monopoly 
orivilege. Such power is antagoniatic 
to efficiency, industrial progress and 
general welfare.

running a little below 75 per cent 
capacity for a short tim e and a t a 
loss. 
The payroll for the 500 men 
directly employed averaged $75,000 
per month for wages alone, and 


everybody seemed prosperous and 
happy. 
During the time our plant 
had been operating it had averaged 
about 90 per cent of capacity and 
we were building up a very satis­ 
factory reserve fund for the protec­ 
tion of both ourselves and of our 
employees; then along came the 
“New Deal" Idea of how Industrial 
business should be managed, and 
w hat happened. 
The "Blue Eagle" 
got its eye on the reserve fund th at 
had been built up by the industrial­ 
ists, so the pow ers th at be, not be­ 
ing men a t practical business ex­ 
perience proceeded to create and 
pass laws which so handicapped 
and over-taxed private capital th a t 
it frightened It into hiding and in ­ 
dustry soon began to suffer. 
In 
the course of time, on account of 
the above interferences w ith indus­ 
try, this particular plant’s finances 
became so depleted th a t the plant 
was forced to close down throwing 
500 men directly employed out of

York—Syra­ 
cuse, New York,*comes nearer be­ 
ing depression-proof than any city 
I have seen. 
Its mayor told me 
th at le<?s than five per cent of its 
families are on relief. 
In many 
cities the percentage is 20 per cent. 
Heads 
of 
its 
leading 
Industries 
estim ate production running a t 85 
per cent 
of so-called "normal.’’ 
Rates, for common labor—the low­ 
est hourly rate—are said to aver­ 
age 50 cents on a generally ob­ 
served 40-hour week. 
Relatively 
th at 
is 
excellent. 
It 
was 
said 
with a good deal of pride that 
many plants preserve the old Blue 
Eagle practices. 
There is not much unionization 
and very little labor trouble. 
Yet 
it is plain to see th at this is a 
very citadel of Feudalists, 
Eco­ 
nomic Royalists, modern Lord Mac­ 
aulays, Tories 
and 
denizens 
of 
well-stocked clubs. 
Democrats arc 
scarcer than Orangemen at a Loyal 
Sons of St. P atrick ball and Third 
New Dealers are rarer still. 
The only two other towns I have 
seen th at seem to keep an economic 
keel so even, are H artford, Conn., 
and 
Mayfield, 
Ky., 
In 
Senator 
Barkley’s stam ping ground. 
H a rt­ 
ford is an exception. It is the cen­ 
ter of the insurance business and 
th at has work to do in all seasons. 
The reason Syracuse and May­ 
field stand so firm is plain to see. 
They are dependent on no one, or 
even a dozen, industries. 
They are 
balanced between agriculture arid 
industry. 
Farm ing is relatively 
far more 
im portant 
to 
Mayfield 
than to Syracuse and, of course, 
Mayfield is much smaller. But this 
New York town Is beautifully di­ 
versified in its industries—clusters 
of small plants, rather than moun­ 
tainous m asses of large ones. 
I came here indirectly from Cin­ 
cinnati and Detroit. 
The latter is 
very largely dependent on the con­ 
centration there of the biggest part 
of the automobile industry — the 
greatest of all our m anufactures. 
Cincinnati has most of the great 
machine-tool industry but has much 
more diversification than Detroit. 
Looking a t all these towns—pre­ 
cisely to the degree th at they de­ 
pend on a few large, rather than on 
many small 
industries, are th^y 
distressed by this depression. 
De­ 
troit is the saddest city I have 
seen. 
Cincinnati is hit alm ost as 
hard. 
Politics has nothing to do with it. 
New Deal or Old Deal has nothing 
to do with it. 
Republicans and 
Economic Royalists are as scarce 
in Mayfield as Democrats and Third 
New Dealers are in Syracuse Eco­ 
nomies is the only consideration, 
and diversification is the only an­ 
swer to the question of stability 
for any city. 
Of course, the rule works the 
other way too. 
When business is 
good and the mills run merrily, the 
cities of industrial concentration go 
ahead much further than those of 
more even balance. 
It Is very ex­ 
citing and a gam bler's chance is 
much better in the former. 
But w hat most people seek is not 
excitem ent and high stakes a t des­ 
perate hazards. 
They w ant secur­ 
ity and stability. 
They get it in 
these 
sm aller 
centers 
to 
a 
far 
greater extent than In the bigger 
cities— especially those dependent 
on a single activity. 
Generally speaking (Syracuse is 
an exception), they pay for it in 
lower wages and Incomes. 
T hat is 
a subsidiary reason for the N orth- 
South wage differential. 
N otw ith­ 
standing these wage variations, I 
find much more contentm ent and 
good living in these sm aller and 
more stable centers. 
All these are reasons w hy we 
cannot apply any cast-iron rule of 
w age-and-labor relations or of any 
other kind to a country so large 
and so 
diverse 
as 
the 
United 
States. 
I saw th at proved over 
and over again In the W ar draft 
and in NRA and it im presses itself 
on me daily in my constant travel 
to all parts of this country to try 
to keep myself up to date w ith the 
United States for the purpose of 
this column.

stopped a 
payroll 
of 
$75,000 per month for wages alone. 
It also stopped the plants buying 
several thousand 
dollars worth of 
raw m aterials each month. It also 
effected approxim ately 2,500 oth­ 
ers who were indirectly employed 
aa well as their wages. 
It also 
m eant a great loss to the marble, 
metal and glass plants, each one of 
which depended largely upon the 
plant closed down for their orders 
for m aterials, so each one of these 
three plants had to lay off a part of 
their men, stopping payrolls, and 
also stopping the uso of raw m a­ 
terials. 
M erchants, and m any oth­ 
ers were also pretty hard hit, all 
on account of this one particular 
plant 
employing 
500 
productive 
men having been forced to close 
down, no fault of Its own. as it had 
been operating in a successful way 
under practical and efficient m an­ 
agement. 
Its having to close down 
effected m any thousands of people 
and stopped the flow of many mil­ 
lions of dollars In money. 
Now the above plant and figures 
are im aginary; but from practical 
experience I know they present a 
pretty true picture of w hat is hap­ 
pening to industry today.

A YEAR OF WAGNER ACT RESULTS 


A year ago, April 12, the Supreme Court upheld 
the constitutionality of the W agner Act. This law 
is as im portant as any law ever passed and sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, as far a* the genera 
a1 welfare of the people of the United S tates Is con­ 
cerned. It means practically the surrender of the 
principles covered by the Bill of Rights. It greatly 
limits the right of contract. It practically turns 
over the managem ent of business to the voting 
m ajority of those working. It does this in spite of 
the fact that a voting m ajority never was success­ 
ful in any government. 
^ 
The reader immediately thinks th at the voting 
m ajority decides for the state, county and subdi­ 
visions, but the voting m ajority has always been 
limited by the Constitution in the past as to w hat 
could be decided by the m ajority rule. So the fact 
th at there has been good local subdivisions, well 
managed, is not proof th a t m ajority rule and m an­ 
aging is practical. 
The W agner Act means, if it means anything, 
th at a worker cannot sell his services to a willing 
buyer a t the best price he can get for It, provided the^ 
voting m ajority decides th at they do not w ant him 
to. 
The W agner Act is based on the philosophy th at 
we can have more by limiting output. The W agner 
Act is based on the fact th at one m an's working and 
producing interferes with another producing with a 
like expenditure of energy. The W agner Act is based 
on collectivism, It is the antithesis of the Bill of 
Rights. 
Unless this law Is revised or changed, it event­ 
ually means th at our whole form of government, or 
whole concept of right and wrong has been altered. 
U nless this law is amended, it m eans th at the priv­ 
ate individual, no m atter how much goodwill he 
may have, will not be able to use his talents to add 
to the wealth of the world unless he can sell his 
ideas to the voting majority. 
In short, lf the W agner Act is not repealed, it 
will mean th at by so curtailing the ability of the 
m inority to use their talents, the country will be 
come so poor and poverty stricken th at it will be 
necessary to have some Caesar grab control and 
lead us out of the m istaken ideas th at we can live 
better by producing less; th a t one m an’s working and 
producing interferes with another m an's working 
and producing. 
The sooner the people of the United States realize 
the Importance of the W agner Law and change It, 
the sooner will we sta rt back to prosperity.

As we are attem pting to make laws limiting the 
number of hours people dare work, determining for 
whom we may work and a t w hat prices we may sell 
our services, we are rapidly taking away the liberty 
of everyone. 
And lf we do not fight against this 
encroachm ent on our Inalienable rights, we will 
eventually not have this freedom. 
We have Inherited from our forefathers the free­ 
dom of the greatest people In all the world and. be­ 
cause It was received w ithout a struggle on the part 
of the present generation, we do not realize tha 
dangers of losing It. 
Had we fought for It, as tha 
people did when our Constitution was established, we 
would not perm it for one m inute these laws to ba 
passed th a t are taking from us the most im portant 
thing in life—freedom and liberty.
